I Ilion I wish to say first a special 
word as one Harvard man to his fel­ 
low Harvard men. 
I feel that we can 
none of us ever be sufficiently grate­ 
ful to Cojpnel Higginson for having 
founded this Harvard Union, because 
each loyal Harvard man should do 
all lie can to foster in Harvard that 
.spirit of real democracy which will 
make Harvard me,i feel the 
vital 
sense of solidarity so that they can 
all join to work together in the things 
that are of most concern to the col­ 
lege. 
It is idle to expect, nor indeed 
would it he 
desirable 
that 
there 
should be, in Harvard a uniform level 
of taste and association. 
Some men 
will excel in one thing and some in 
another; some in tilings of the body’, 
some in things of the mind; aud 
where thousands are gathered togeth­ 
er each will naturally find some group 
of especially’ congenial friends with 
whom he will form ties of peculiar 
social intimacy.

her that he can not get the full bene­ 
fit of life in college if he does nothing 
but specialize; and that. what is even 
more important, he can not do his 
full duty by the college unless his 
first and greatest interest is in the 
college itself, in his associates taken 
as a mass, and not in 
any 
small 
group. 
One reason why I so thor­ 
oughly believe in the athletic spirit 
at Harvard is because the athletic 
spirit is essentially democratic. 
Our 
chief interest should not lie in the 
great champions in sport. 
On the 
contrary our concern should be most 
of all to widen the base, the founda­ 
tion in athletic sports; 30 encourage 
in every way a healthy rivalry which 
shall give to the largest 
possible 
number of students the chance to take 
part in vigorous outdoor games. 
It 
is of far more importance that a man 
shall play something himself, even if 
he plays it badly, than that he shall 
go with hundreds of companions to 
see some ode else play well; and it 
is not healthy for either students or 
athletes if the terms arc mutually ex- 
clusive. But even having this aim es­ 
pecially in view’, it seems to me we 
can best attain it by giving proper 
encouragement to the champions in 
the sports, and this can only be done 
by encouraging intei*colliegiate sport. 
As I emphatically disbelieve in see­ 
ing Harvard or any other college turn 
out mollycoddles instead of vigorous 
men, I may add that I do not in the 
least object to a sport because it is 


rough. 
Rowing, baseball, la crosse, 
track and field games, hockey, foot­ 
ball are all of them good. 
Moreover, 
it is to my mind simple nonsense, to 
desire to abolish a game because ten­ 
dencies show’ 
themselves, or prac­ 
tices grow up, which prove that the 
game ought to be reformed. 
Take 
football, for instance. 
The prepara­ 
tory schools are able to keep football 
clean and to develop the right spirit 
in the players without the slightest 
necessity of arising to so much as 
consider the question of abolishing 
it. 
There is no excuse whatever for 
colleges failing to show the 
same 
capacity, and there is no real need for 
considering the question of the aboli­ 
tion of the game. 
If necessary, let 
the college authorities interfere to

M ERCH AN TS’ NEW SPAPERS 
In the current issue of The Dry 
Goods Reporter appears an editorial 
headed, “Merchants’ Opportunities,” 
In which is recited the history 
of 


newspaper situations so parallel with 
those recently existing in La Crosse, 
Cs to furnish interesting reading to 
the men of this city who, in order 
to have a public journal that would 
print all the news all the time cre­ 
ated The 
Tribune. 
Unconsciously 


the editorial writer who produced the 
article emphasized one idea of im­ 
portance. The interest which he por­ 
trays as having in many cities in­ 
duced merchants to start newspapers 
as avenues of publicity, i- the strong­ 
est evidence that the merchants in 
question appreciated the necessity of 
advertising and the usual efforts of 
honest journalism as an incident to 
successful merchandising. 
The ar­ 


ticle follows: 


“Merchants in many towns are as­ 
serting their independence by means 
of organizations effective enough to 
accomplish almost anything they de­ 
sire. 
In some instances the 
mer­ 
chants are able to change the bus­ 
iness street of the town, and in many 
cases they have become so dissatisfied 
with the local newspaper that they 
have organized for the purpose of 
publishing their own paper. 
“A notable instance of, changing 
the business street of the town is La 
Salle. Illinois. 
A description of the 
efforts of the merchants of this town 
is published in this issue of the Re­ 
porter. 
One of the most pronounced 
examples of the merchants becoming 
displeased with the local paper 
is 
Joliet, Illinois. 
The city had a paper 
with a circulation of about &000, but 


the merchants, feeling that no effort 
was made by the publishers to en­ 
large their emulation, organized an­ 
other company for the purpose of 
publishing a daily paper. The success 
of this venture by the business men 
of Joliet ha** been pronounced, aud 
although the paper is only two year- 
old. yet it has a circulation of not far 
from 10.000 daily. 
It reaches out to 
a great di-tance from Joliet, thus in­ 
teresting the trade in the territory 
tributary to their city. 
Still another town where the mer­ 
chant- are di-satisfied with the local 
paper is St. Charles. Michigan. 
The 
merchants have protested repeatedly 
with their publisher, but to no avail. 
He seemed disinclined to increase the 
circulation of the paper above 250 
weekly. 
The 
merchants ’ protests 
about this condition being without re­ 
sults. they have -tarted a weekly pub­ 
lication of their own. known as the 
St. Charles Advertiser. 1.OOO of which 
they are mailing 
and 
distributing 
weekly 
Seven local dealers arc in­ 
terested in the publication of this pa­ 
per. 
“These incidents are mentioned for 
the purpose of showing 
merchants 
their ability to change conditions in 
their town which are unsatisfactory. 
The business men of the town have 
it within their power to dominate the 
commercial and public life of their 
town, and if they are not doing so 
the fault is their own. 
The time has 
arrived when merchants should un­ 
derstand clearly their power, and fur­ 
thermore they should 
become 
ini- 
pres-ed with the importance of exer­ 
cising their influence. Until theey do 
thoroughly 
appreciate 
this 
oppor­ 
tunity they cannot realize in 
their 
business all that they might.”

J which, in an individual as in a nation, 
no amount of brilliancy of mind or of 
strength of body will atone.

overcultured, So overrefined that you 
can not do the hard work of practical 
politics, then you had better never 
lave been educated at all. The w elk­ 
in^ and the coward are out of place 
in a strong and free community. 
In 
a republic like ours the governing 
class is composed of the strong men 
who take the trouble to do the work 
of government; and if you are too 
timid or too fastidious or too careless 
to do your part in this work, then you 
forfeit your right to be considered one 
of the governing and you become one 
>f the governed instead—one of the 
driven cattle of the political arena. 
I want you to feel that it is not m ere­ 
ly your right to take part in politics, 
not merely your duty to the state, 
but that it is demanded by your own 
self-respect, unless you are content 
to acknowledge that you are unfit to 
govern yourself 
and have to sub­ 
mit to the rule of somebody else as 
a m aster—and this is what it means 
if you do not do your own part in 
government. 
Like most other things of value, 
education is good only in so far as 
it is used aright, and if it is missed 
or if it causes the owner to be so 
puffed up with pride as to make him 
misestimate the relative 
values 
of 
things it becomes a harm and not a 
benefit. There are few things less de­ 
sirable than the arid cultivation, the 
learning and refinement which’ lead 
merely to that intellectual 
conceit 
which makes a man in a democratic 
community like ours hold 
himself 
aloof from his fellows and pride him­ 
self upon the weakness which he m is­ 
takes for supercilious strength. Small 
is the use of those educated men who 
in after life meet no one but them ­ 
selves, and gather in parlors to dis­ 
cuss wrong conditions which they do 
not understand and to advocate rem e­ 
dies which have the prime defect of 
being unworkable. 
The judgm ent on 
practical affairs', political and social, 
of educated men who keep aloof from 
the conditions of practical life, is 
apt to be valueless to those other 
men who do really wage effective war 
against the forces of baseness and of 
evil. 
From the political standpoint 
education is a harm and not a bene­ 
fit to the men whom it serves as an 
{excuse tor refusing to mingle with 
‘their fellows and for standing aloof 
from the broad sweep of our national 
life in a curiously impotent spirit of 
fancied 
superiority. 
The 
political 
wrongheadedness of such 
men 
is 
quite as great as that of wholly un­ 
educated men; and no people could 
be less trust worthy as critics and ad­ 
visors.

It puts upon you the obligation 
to show yourselves better able to do 
certain things than your fellows who 
have not had your advantages. 
If 
it has served merely to make you be­ 
lieve that you are to be excused from 
.contact with the actual world of men 
and events, then it will prove a curse 
and not a blessing. 
If on the other 
hand you treat your education as a 
weapon the more in your hands, a 
weapon to fit you to do better in the 
hard struggle of effort, and not as 
excusing you in any way from taking 
part in practical fashion in that strug­ 
gle. then it will be a benefit to you. 
Let each of you college men re­ 
member in after life that in the funda­ 
mentals he is very much like his fel­ 
lows who have not been to college,
